Washington, Jan. ©.—After 
routine busings In the Senate Mr. Voor­ 
hees called up the resolution offered by 
him the previous day In relation to the 
alleged Interference by Mr. Chambers,

W. W. Dudley on a charge of violating 
the election laws of Indiana. 
Mr. Voorhees proceeded to address the 
Senate. He spoke of tho crime as having 
inflicted an Indelible stain upon the 
memorable election and Impeached the 
integrity of the political result that fol­ 
lowed. The fact of the crime was open, 
he said, universally known, and practi­ 
cally confessed by its perpetrators and 
his coadjutors. And yet, by constant 
vigilance in obstructing the law and In 
denying and preventing Justice, the 
crime had thus far gone unpunished. 
The beneficiary of a polluted ballot-box 
had felt compelled to shield the corrupt 
instrument of that success from the 
penalties due to such notorious guilt. It 
was high time, Mr. Voorhees said, that 
that most disgraceful and most alarming 
episode in 
the Presidential election 
should be fully understood by the whole 
people, and that the proper degree of 
responsibility should be assigned to the 
Instrument by whom It was perpetrated, 
and to those who tried to hide the of­ 
fense. 
Mr. Voorhees sent to the clerk's desk 
and had read tho notorious *■‘blocks of 
Avo” letter, and wont on to say that the 
days and weeks which immediately fol­ 
lowed the publication of that polluted 
and 
polluting 
campaign 
document 
would always bo remembered for the 
rapidity, audacity and fecundity with 
which tho most self-evident falsehoods 
were conceived and put forth by the 
Republican press in order to avoid the 
odium and to escape the legal penalties 
of an organized attempt at wholesale 
bribery. 
This document, emanating 
officially from tho national Republican 
committee (and never disavowed) had 
pointed out, he said, that an ample cor­ 
ruption fund was ready for use by agents 
selected for their skill In rascality.

Conkling’s Successor la the Senate a 
Victim of Heart Disease. 


Rochester, N. Y., Jan. 9.—Ex-United 
States Senator Elbridge G. Lapham died 
at his summer residence on the shore ol 
Canandaigua lake at 3:30 Wednesday 
afternoon of failure of the heart at the 
age of 75 years. He had lain in a coma­ 
tose state for about a week past, being 
unable most of the time to recognize any 
of his family. About two years age he 
was stricken with an attack of brain 
fever, and although he recovered he had 
never regained his former condition. He 
returned about a month ago from a visit 
to Washington, D. C., much improved in 
health, and his condition soon became 
alarmingly dangerous. During his last 
honrs these were with him: His wife 
and sons, Henry W., Charles B., B. 
Franklin, and Elbridge G., Jr., and his 
daughter, Mrs. William H. Adams. 
Ebrldge Gerry Lapham was born in 
Farmington, Ontario county, Oct. 18, 
1814, His earlier Ufo was spent on the 
farm and his early educational advan­ 
tages did not extend beyond the winter 
terms of the district school. 
Later he 
was enabled to take a course at the 
Canandaigua academy, where ho was a 
classmate of the Hon. Stephen A. Doug­ 
las. 
After 
he 
graduated from the 
academy ho studied civil engineering and 
was employed on the Michigan Southern 
railroad. Ho afterward studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in 1844. In 1874 
he was first elected to Congress, and was 
serving his fourth term when elected to 
the United States Senate to succeed Ros­ 
coe Conkling. 
Since his retirement 
from public life In 1885 he has lived 
quietly most of the time at his summer 
home on the lake shore, where he died. 
He leaves a widow and six children. 
The funeral will be held Saturday after­ 
noon at the famlln residence In Canan­ 
daigua.
